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Belleville Fire 
Dept. celebrates 
100 years 


One hundred years ago the City of 
Belleville Volunteer Fire Department was 
organized with only axes and pails. 

There are no records indicating payment 
to the volunteers and there wasn’t a fire 
hall until much later. 

The City of Belleville Volunteer Fire 
Department currently has 16 volunteers 
and five pieces of apparatus and a station 
at Second and Liberty that was acquired in 
1978. 

“What a milestone for this department 
to accomplish when we are in a time of 
departments closing and merging,” said fire 
fighter Collette McClintock, chairperson of 
the celebration. 

The City of Belleville Volunteer Fire 
Department is celebrating 100 years of 
service to the community this Saturday, 
Oct. 13, with a full day’s schedule of 
events. 

The day starts off with a pancake breakfast 
sponsored by the St. Anthony Boy Scouts 
#793 at St. Anthony’s church from 8 a.m. 
until noon. 

At 9 a.m. Survival Flight from the 
University of Michigan Hospital will be on 
view at St. Anthony’s property. 

The 100" Anniversary Parade starts at 
10:30 a.m. down Belleville’s Main Street. 

One of the City of Belleville’s early fire 
trucks, a 1923 Brockway-LaFrance (the 
Belleville Torpedo) will lead the parade, 
followed by a 100™ Anniversary banner, 
Honor Guard, City of Belleville Fire 
Chiefs, the Anniversary’s parade Grand 
Marshalls, Mary Talaga and Millie Baker 
(whose husbands served 35 and 50 years 
of fire service to the city), past firefighters 
and apparatus that served the city, and then 
the current apparatus, the Fire Auxiliary, 
HVA, fire apparatus from neighboring 
departments, and antique apparatus from

Belleville Area Women’s Club hosts 18 General Election candidates

Congressman John Dingell was one of 
the candidates who attended the forum put 
on by the Belleville Area Women’s Club at 
Owen Intermediate School on Oct. 3. 

He thanked the women’s club for giving 
him the “opportunity of talking to my 
people.” 

Dingell, a Democrat, is running for his 30" 
term in Congress and his new district includes 
Belleville, Van Buren, and Sumpter. 

Dingell asked if he could address the 
audience first because he said he had other 
appointments that evening. 

“Ihave plans and dreams for the U.S., as do 
we all,” he said, adding he wants the country 
to grow and provide jobs and opportunity. He 
also briefly spoke of a decent environment. 

Each of the 18 candidates who attended the 
forum was given three minutes to tell about 
themselves. Some spoke about themselves 
and some spoke about their platforms. 

34" District Court Judge Brian Oakley 
was master of ceremonies and he said he 
was dismayed that there were more people 
on the stage than there were in the audience. 
He exaggerated slightly, since there were 19 
people on the stage and 60 in the audience. 

Also addressing the audience during the 
evening was Dingell’s Republican opponent 
Cynthia Kallgren who said she was the 
mother of four children, a small business 
owner, and had run for state representative 
and lost. She has been helping create 
proposed legislation in Lansing since then. 
She said the stories she heard at the doors 
while campaigning encouraged her work. 

Kallgren said the 2010 census showed that 
one million people have left Michigan and 
job creation is her goal. 

Other speakers stood in order from where 
they were seated on the stage: 

e George Chedraue, an attorney who is 
running for a seat on the library board, spoke 
about how when he was on the city council 
he had a dream of a new city hall and a 
library that everybody can use. His city hall 
dream didn’t come true, and now he wants 
to work on getting a library. “That’s why I’m 
running.” 

e Wayne County Commissioner Kevin 
McNamara is running for reelection and 
noted that the county rebuilt the Belleville, 
Van Buren and Sumpter parks with grants 
and put in a new gymnasium in VBT. He 
said Sumpter had the worst recreation spots 
and rebuilt all the parks with county money. 
He said if you give $100,000 to Canton, they 
use $50,000 on engineering and design. If 
you send $20,000 to Sumpter, they have a 
barn raising party and make it worth five 
times that. “They know how to spend it 
down there.” 

Commissioner McNamara said that 
whether the public notices or not, the 


county is spending all its road funds in 
southwestern Wayne County now because 
it’s preparing for aerotropolis, an explosion 
that’s about to happen in the next 10 years. 
He said pieces of land are being bought 
up and consolidated into large parcels in 
anticipation of aerotropolis. 

He urged the public to vote for the county’s 
proposals on the ballot, including allowing 
the governor to remove the county executive 
from office, under certain circumstances. 

e Van Buren Township Trustee Jeff Jahr 
said he is running for his fourth term in office 
because he said he feels he does a good job 
for the people. He told of his Belleville roots, 
his late wife who was children’s librarian, 
and his law practice. “We all want a quality 
community that’s safe. And, where we feel 
safe going to the store.” 

¢ Kathy Kovach, who is running for the 
school board, said she worked 20 years 
for the Van Buren Public Schools, starting 
as a lunch lady and ending up working as 
secretary to five different superintendents 
over 11 years. She retired in June. 

“I know how things work. How things 
should work,” she said. “Public education is 
strong and viable and a good choice for your 
student.” 

e State Representative Dian Slavens is 
running for her third term in the State House. 
She told of the bills she wrote or supported 
and said she is working for the Democrats 
to take back the House. She complained that 
all three branches now are controlled by 
Republicans. 

e Larry Fix, who is a write-in candidate

for supervisor of Van Buren Township, said 
he is trying to climb a mountain with his bid 
for office, since keeping people from pulling 
a lever for votes for all one party is hard. He, 
too, noted that the room should be packed 
with voters seeking to get information on 
candidates. 

e Mike Boulter is running for reelection 
to the library board. He noted his great- 
grandfather was Fred C. Fischer, in whose 
honor the Belleville library was originally 
built. He has lived here all his 54 years, he 
said. 

¢ Toni Hunt, who noted she was Mike 
Boelter’s sister, is running for reelection 
to the school board. She said she lived in 
Sumpter for 25 years, VBT for eight, and 
Augusta Township for the rest of her life. 
She has been on the school board since 2005 
and there have been a lot of changes since 
then. 

e Kelly Owen is running for the school 
board, as a first-time candidate. She said 
her oldest child is a junior at Belleville 
High School and she has volunteered with 
the schools, was a paraprofessional for 
three months, and supported the millage 
for the new BHS, dressing up as a ballot 
for Halloween. She belongs to the VBPS 
Educational Foundation and Band Boosters. 
She has lived in the community for 18 
years. 

¢ Brenda McClanahan, who is serving her 
first term on the school board, is not seeking 
reelection to that board, but is running for 
trustee of VBT. She said she retired after 
more than 20 years on the Detroit Police 


Department. Now she substitutes in various 
school districts and teaches finance at 
Saginaw University. She has lived in the 
community for 11 years. 

e Joy Cichewicz, has lived in the community 
for 20 years and is seeking reelection to the 
library board. She recalled as a child riding 
her pony and tying it to the bike rack at a 
tural library to get books that took her mind 
away from the unhappy things that were 
happening at home. She said she can see the 
need for a new local library building. 

e VBT Trustee Phil Hart is running for 
reelection to the post he has held for 16 
years. He said he has lived in the community 
for 29 years and has completed his 35™ year 
of work for Ford Motor Co. He said he uses 
honesty and integrity in all that he does. 

e Dave Curson of Van Buren Township 
is a candidate for U.S. Congress in the 11" 
district to fill the partial term left vacant by 
Thaddeus McCotter when he resigned last 
summer. Curson said he has been an official 
of UAW for 39 years and was part of a small 
task force that when to Washington to save 
GM and Chrysler. He said many important 
issues have to be addressed in the lame duck 
session coming up. 

¢ Benjamin Ross, who recently moved into 
the area with his wife, is running for school 
board. He said his wife is an administrator 
in the Owen Intermediate building and he 
has been a special education teacher for 12 
years in a neighboring district. He said he is 
for safe schools, high student achievement, 
and clear lines of communication with the 
community. He said he was surprised that 
school board meetings aren’t on public TV. 

e Leon Wright, who is running for 
reelection as clerk of VBT, said he too felt 
the room should be filled by people getting to 
know the candidates. He gave a list of things 
done during his term of office, including 
going to the high school and WCCC teaching 
youth that every vote counts and putting up 
signage in subdivisions announcing voting 
locations. 

e Linda Combs, who served as senior 
director at Van Buren Township for 15 
years, is running for supervisor without 
opposition on the ballot. She said she has 
been married to the same man for 41 years 
and they have two daughters who graduated 
from BHS. She said she wants to unify the 
township board, operate with fairness to all, 
make sure VBT is a true premier community 
and raise property values, filling the vacant 
homes with responsible people. 

After everyone introduced themselves, 
Judge Oakley read questions that had 
been written on cards by members of the 
audience. 

At the end of the evening, Judge Oakley 
said he felt this candidate forum is one of the 
greatest projects this club does.

Sumpter looking 
at wastewater 
treatment plant 


There are a lot of steps ahead, but Sumpter 
Township could finally move toward 
building its own wastewater treatment 
plant. 

The elevation drops by 40 feet from the 
northwest to the southeast corners of the 
township and the treatment plant has long 
been dreamed of for the southeast area of 
Sumpter. 

Currently Sumpter pumps its sewage 
uphill to Ypsilanti Community Utilities 
Authority and its contract with YCUA is 
about to expire. The new fees are sure to be 
much, much higher. 

If Sumpter can get Republic Services and 
Waste Management to join in, the project 
could get going. The landfill currently is 
trucking its millions of gallons of leachate 
a year to YCUA. They could save a lot of 
money with a plant next door. 

And, those irritating grinder pumps would 
be removed from the present system that 
would be changed into gravity flow — all at 
no addition cost to residents. 

On Tuesday, the Sumpter Township 
board approved spending $3,000 to have 
its engineer John Hennessy prepare an 
application for $1 million in S-2 money 
from the State of Michigan. The million 
would be 90% from the state and 10% from 
the township and friends. It would be used 
for study and design. 

If Sumpter can get a good study and 
support, it can go on to build a wastewater 
treatment plant. Good luck, Sumpter. 


A senior citizen who lives in the City of 
Belleville was shopping at Walmart the 
morning of Oct. 3 when she headed toward 
the checkout. A woman approached her and 
asked if she was going to check out and she 
said she was. 

The woman said she wanted to exchange 
the gift card she had for cash and then the 
woman could check out with the gift card. 

The senior almost complied, but then felt 
something was wrong about the situation 
and she told the woman she had some other 
things to get and headed off. 

She went home and called Belleville 
Interim Police Chief Hal Berriman right 
away. 

Chief Berriman wants to get the word 
out to the public about this scam, urging 
everyone else who might be approached 
with something like this to alert store 
security immediately, so security might be 
able to apprehend the suspect. 

He praised the senior for being sharp and 
not being taken in and wants to alert others 
who might be tempted to take part in such 
ascam. 

In the past such incidents concluded with 
the shopper ending up with an empty or 
expired gift card, unable to check out. You 
can pick up the empty cards right in the store 
from a rack and you can’t tell they have no 
worth by looking at them. 

A news report on ClickonDetroit last week 
told of a 28-year-old Belleville woman who 
got a ticket from Michigan State Police for 
driving with her knees because she was 
texting with her hands. 

The woman, which the story did not 
identify, was seen by a MSP motorcycle 
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trooper speeding at 82 miles per hour on 
the ramp from I-96 to I-696. She got cited 
for speeding and texting while driving. The 
texting charge is $100 for the first offense 
and $200 for a second offense. 

Crain's Detroit Business reported in its 
Sept. 24 edition that five planning firms were 
chosen by the Aerotropolis Development 
Corp. to help market potential development 
and redevelopment sites throughout the 
aerotropolis region, which is this area. 

The firms include Carlise/Wortman 
Associates of Ann Arbor, which is Sumpter 
Township’s planning consultant, and 
McKenna Associates of Northville, which is 
Van Buren Township’s planning consultant. 

At Monday’s School Board meeting, 
board president Martha Toth announced 
that McBride Middle School social studies 
teacher Jason Strzalkowski’s two-year-old 
daughter has a malignant brain tumor. She is 
undergoing treatment and heading toward a 
stem cell transplant.

She said she emails the teachers daily on 
her children’s work and she works with 
them at home. 

“There are no books to refer to, so we can 
help our teacher help our children,” Leon 
said, adding, “I see us with a beautiful 
building and I look on line at our MEAP 
scores. They’re dreadful, ladies and 
gentlemen.” 

He said he was born and raised in Ypsilanti 
and lived in the Willow Run- Belleville 
area. 

“We’ re better than that,” he said, referring 
to the scores. “In the urban schools, there 
are books. I want to help you help teachers 
to help our children.” 

“My main concern is math and science,” 
Shelley continued. “We have 16.9% of our 
kids proficient in math...” according to 
MEAP scores online. 

She said she didn’t have confidence in her 
son’s math teacher who when she asked 
for help told her she should have come 
to curriculum night. Her son’s new math 
teacher is better. 

They are paying a tutor from outside 
the district, she said, adding, “I’m not 
expecting anyone to give us anything.” 

She said she has a high level of expectation 
at home and she allows no television 
Monday through Thursday. 

Education is of prime importance in her 
family, she said. 

Leon said he wants to know if the district 
has textbooks on math. 

School Supt. Michael Van Tassel said he 
doesn’t know what’s going on at McBride. 

“We spent a lot of money and delivered 
workbooks and hardback books for the 
year,” he said, referring to the new Carnegie 
Math program. 

“We need to look into this,” Van Tassle 
said. 

“I asked the teacher and she said they 
aren’t allowed to take books home,” 
Shelley said, adding, “From the teachers’ 
mouths...” 

“We were not informed there was a 
shortage,” Van Tassle continued. “We 
received no request.” 

Shelley said a teacher told her the science 
books weren’t purchased because they 
bought equipment, and Supt. Van Tassel

looked surprised at that statement. 

Curriculum Director Diane Kullis said 
her first stop in the morning will be to find 
out what’s going on at McBride. 

“T care about all kids, but I don’t have 
a responsibility for other kids. I have a 
responsibility for my kids,” Shelley said. 

“My son is struggling,” Leon said. “T 
refuse to lose my boy. I need help so I don’t 
lose my boy.” 

“If he blinks wrong, you call me,” 
Shelley said she has told his teachers. “I 
do not tolerate foolishness... I know kids 
are goofy.” 

School Board Trustee Toni Hunt said it 
was really nice to have parents come to the 
board to fight for their kids. 

Van Tassel said he is extremely perplexed 
and there isn’t one single educator who 
would say what has happened is right. 

“Somehow it got screwed up and we will 
fix it,” he promised the parents. 

Van Tassel said that they have the new 
Carnegie Math program for students in 
seventh through high school and he is 
completely baffled by what is happening. 

“I applaud you,” he said to the parents. 

“I haven’t seen the book,” Shelley said. “I 
just find it unacceptable.” 

“I can’t address it if I’m not told,” Van 
Tassel said.

The sentencing process has begun for four 
Van Buren Township teens in connection 
with the March 22 armed robbery in 
Wagon Wheel South Mobile Home Park in 
the township. 

On Oct. 5, Joseph Marsh, 17, was 
sentenced to 5-15 years for pleading guilty 
to reduced charges of unarmed robbery 
plus 2 years for a felony arms conviction, 
to be served consecutively. 

In addition to court costs, restitution in 
the amount of $300 to the victim for theft 
of an I-pod, TV and Wii 
game system will be 
split jointly between all 
four defendants. 

Marsh was originally 
| charged with two counts 
d of armed robbery, 
» home invasion, felony 
firearm and possession 

Joseph Marsh of marijuana. He could 
have ended up with life in prison. 

Marsh’s attorney Murray Duncan in 
defense of his client said that Marsh had 
a clean record and was portrayed as a 
follower rather than a leader in this crime. 

Duncan admitted that Marsh had made 
a serious mistake, but unlike the others 
took a BB gun in while the others had real 
guns. 

Duncan asked for Marsh to be able to turn 
himself in on Dec. 21 so he could finish the 
first semester of his senior year at Belleville 
High School. Wayne County Circuit Court 
Judge Gregory Bill denied the request. 

The female victim was very distraught 
and although she had planned to make a 
statement in court, changed her mind. In 
March the four teens had kicked in her door 
and held her and her family at gunpoint 
while robbing them.

Marsh turned to the victim and apologized, 
saying, “I’m sorry for what I have done.” 

Marsh stated that he would like to go to 
college, play football, and become a chef. 

Judge Bill stated that he sees only 1 in 15 
defendants turn to apologize. 

He counseled Marsh that the Department 
of Corrections will be watching to see if 
he goes to class, is respectful, and shows 
initiative. It is possible that some people 
learn from their mistakes and if Marsh 
can prove himself, the Department of 
Corrections will write a letter to the judge 
asking for alternative incarceration.
